EXPLANATION OF PRICE LIST 


The figures 2-1, and 2-2-2 represent the number of years the trees 
have been in the seed beds, the number of years in the transplant 
beds, and the number of times transplanted. In every case the first 
figure indicates the number of years the trees remain in the seed 
beds before being transplanted. Each dash represents one trans- 
planting. Each figure after the first indicates the number of years 
the trees remained in the transplant bed. The total of the figures 
indicate the age of the trees. Thus a 2-2-2 White Spruce is a six 
year old tree which remained in the seed bed two years, was 
transplanted, and remained in the transplant bed two years, was 
then transplanted again and remained in the transplant bed two

On an average the trees including packing ma- 
terial, and crates will weigh per thousand approximately as fol- 
lows:—2 year seedlings, 7 lbs.; 3 year seedlings, 15 lbs.; 3 year 
transplants, 28 lbs.; 4 year transplants, 80 lbs.; 5 year transplants, 
200 lbs.

TIME TO PLANT 


Planting should be done during the 
time of year when the trees are not 
growing, which means from Sep- 
tember first’ ® until the® ‘ground 
freezes in the fall, and from early 
spring until about the middle of 
May. We do not recommend the 
planting of forest trees on wet 
loam, or clay soil in the fall, (on 
this type of soil the action of the 
frost during the winter will throw 
the trees out of the ground). Fall 
planting on light, well drained, or 
sandy soil is very satisfactory. 


WHAT TO PLANT 


In general, pines for lumber, 
spruce for pulp, American Arbor- 
vitae and Larch for posts and 
poles, fir and spruce for Christ- 
mas trees.
